2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Lee (U.S. Pat, 6,388,91 1) discloses step of programming a radiation-hardened integrated 
circuit comprising steps of receiving a final debugged customer-develop data pattem; load the 
customer-develop data pattern into memory; programming the customer-develop pattem in to a 
ROM; and inherently ship the programmed ROM to the customer (see column 1, hnes 9-20); 

Takeda et al. (JP 08255843 A) disclose step of programming a radiation-hardened 
integrated circuit comprising step of irradiating a ROM device sufficiently to bum the data 
pattem into memory; and inherently ship the programmed ROM to the customer (see 
Constitution). 

However, Lee, and Takeda et al., taken individually or in combination, do not teach the 
claimed invention comprising step of providing a prototype memory device to a customer and 
programming the customer-developed data pattem from the memory into a number of pin- 
compatible production memory devices.
